I. Claims 1-4 and 6-10, drawn to a monomer protein comprising an amino acid sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 2 belonging to TGF-P family or agent for preventing and treating disease 
affecting bone and/or cartilage. 

II. Claim 5, drawn to a method making monomer protein comprising host cell, DNA, 
plasmid. 

III. Claims 11-12, drawn to a method of treating osteoporosis using a monomer protein of 
SEQ ID NO: 2. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 
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Amatatayakul-Chantler et al (Mol. Endo 8(3): 325-332, 1994; PTO 1449) teach a 
monomer protein such as Activin A, belonging to the TGFP superfamily, comprising an amino 
acid sequence (See Fig 7, page 329, in particular) of which cysteine (residue 80) related to a 
dimmer formation of the protein has been replaced with another amino acid such as Alanine (See 
entire document, page 329, column 2, in particular). 

Since Applicant's inventions do not contribute a special technical feature when viewed 
over the prior art they do not have single general inventive concept and lack unity of invention. 

5 . Accordingly, Groups Mil are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept and 
restriction is proper. 

5. Due to the complexity of the claimed invention an oral restriction was not made.
